Much of the work jf the 74th 
congress is routed to the supreme 
court as directly as a locomotive on 
a track.

They are hopeful of similar success 
with the AAA, with the Utlity Hold­ 
ing company bill, parts of the social 
security program, the coal act, and 
the labor relations act. 
Both parties appear likely to to 
somewhat embarrassed in going into 
the 1936 battle “on the record.” A 
perfect illustration of this is to be 
found in the issue of the processing 
taxes. 
They are upopular in New 
England, and in the east generally, 
and the Democrats of the Atlantic 
seaboard will be forced to apologize 
for them. They are popular in the 
agrarian wrest and south, having 
put hundreds of millions into pro­ 
ducers’ pockets, and the Republicans 
from those sections will have to 
speak softly if at all in criticising 
them. In fact, most of the mid- 
western Republicans voted for the 
processing taxes, and throughly ap­ 
prove the AAA principle. 
On the w’hole, president Roosevelt 
got about what he wanted from the 
74th congress. It was rebellious at 
times, it softened up some of his 
legislation, as in the banking, util­ 
ity and tax bills, but in the main 
administration bills went through 
about as desired by the White House. 
Not a single “major” defeat can 
be chalked up against Mr. Roose­ 
velt, save in the senate’s rejection 
of the world court, and he was never 
more than lukewarm in that issue, 
anyw’ay. 
If an epitaph were written for the 
first session of the 74th congress it 
might well be “He (FDR) Got What 
He Wanted.”

“The main purpose of the AAA’s 
new loan policy is to regain our 
share in the world cotton market,” 
he said, “unless we do that the cot­ 
ton farmer of the south wall be 
ruined. 

The 
loss in the markets occasioned by 
the 9-cent loan announcement will 
be regained.

Coalition 
with western senators to fight for 
guaranteed price for major farm 
products expected. 
5. Neutrality. One of the biggest 
issues was postponed until next sess­ 
ion by a compromise, under which 
a mandatory arms embargo to war­ 
ring nations is effective until Feb. 
29. Backers of permanent arms em­ 
bargo served notice of a battle in 
January. 
6. Economy. With a government 
deficit of billions certain, a Dem- 
ocraotic group, aided by Republicans, 
has served notice that governmental 
economy will be one of the big 
questions of the next sesion. 
Among 
the Roosevelt measures 
left on the calendars of senate and 
house were ship subsidy, transport­ 
ation coordination and food and 
drug legislation. 
The Bankhead bill for a $1,000,- 
000,000 government corporation to 
buy farms for share-cropper and 
tenants passed the senate and will 
be pending in the nouse. 
The course of the next session 
may be somewhat determined by the 
supreme court. 
Should the high tribunal declare 
the Bankhead Cotton, AAA, TVA 
and other Roosevelt acts unconstitu­ 
tional, the next session may con­ 
tinue far into the summer. 


night and Vice President Garner 
whacked his gavel on the desk be­ 
fore him for adjournment.

TO KEEP U. S. OUT OF WAR 


C O FAR as fallible hum an judgm ent m ay determine, the m a n ­ 


datory neutrality policy em barked upon by congress was 
the most potent step that could have been taken, in the circum­ 
stances of limited time and pressure of events, to keep this 
country out.of foreign wars in the immediate future. 
Before the 
effectiveness of the neutrality measure ends on February 29, 
1936, it may be that national opinion will crystallize on a sound­ 
er plan to prevent our involvement in quarrels that should be 
no concern of ours. 
Viewpoints on this complex problem 
should be som ew hat clarified by six m o n th s ’ thought. 
The neutrality measure as passed is far from perfect. 
It is 
loosely drawn and admits of contradictory interpretations. There 
is even the possibility that it holds definite war perils of its own 
making. 
It m ay have unseen arid unknow n loopholes which 
will grievously weaken its efficacy. 
“ It is arrant nonsense,” 
according to Senator Johnson, “ to think we are going to prevent 
war by acting on a resolution of this kind overnig ht.” 
The fact remains, however, that in the neutrality m eas­ 
ure approved by congress the American people have a reason­ 
able guarantee that they will not be entangled in war abroad 
before next February 29. 
Its provisions are m andatory upon 
President Roosevelt. 
There is a certain reassurance in the 
know ledge that at a time of crisis the country would not be 
dependent upon the judgm ent of the president. 
His course has 
been laid out for him. 
If this policy proves unwise, congress 
will have an opportunity to correct it. 
O ne thing is certain : 
the p eo p le’s m andate is that A m erica’s involvement in war must 
be prevented.

If you had carried out your plans 
you would have little respect for 
yourself today. 
Very likely you have had some 
experience in trying to get revenge. 
B ut there is no sweetness in re ­ 
venge.

Utilities Bill 


Constitutionality Of Utilities 
Holding’ Bill Will Be 
Tested In Court

HARTFORD. Conn., August 27.— 
Constitutionality of the newly enact­ 
ed public utilities holding bill will 
be challenged In federal courts by 
the Hartford Electrict Light comp­ 
any 
and 
the Connecticut Pow’er 
company, Samuel Ferguson, chair­ 
man of directors of both companies 
said here today. 
“If we find our case is the best 
and offers the strongest economic 
arguments against the bill we will 
move to break it,” Ferguson said. 
“The 
drastic 
economic 
effects, 
which in our case alone amounts 
to loss of $2,000,000 to $3,000,000 
savings annually by exchange of in ­ 
terstate power will defeat the bill. 
“I belive it will be declared u n ­ 
constitutional—some way must be 
found to circumvent it,” Ferguson, 
who appeared before the congress­ 
ional utilities investigating commit­ 
tee last spring, stated. 
Both the local companies moved 
without delay Sunday under orders 
from Ferguson to sever connections 
with the Turners Falls Power com­ 
pany at Agawam, Mass., and the

Aug. 27,—Robert May­ 
nard Hutchins, youthful president 
of the University of Chicago, will 
go to court today to answer charges 
th at the university Is a hot-bed of 
communism, th at communistic ideas 
are taught in the university class 
rooms. 
Dr. Hutchins and four 
faculty 
members were subpoenaed yester­ 
day as the result of the court ap­ 
pearance of two university co-eds, 
arrested with four negroes, while 
picketing a federal relief 
shelter, 
carrying inflammatory banners, and 
allegedly 
harranguing 
transients 
with communistic propaganda. 
The girls, M argaret Hayward, 20. 
and Virginia Miller, 18, admitted 
they were juniors at the university 
and that they had been members of 
the university branch of the student 
league against war and fascism, a 
communist motivated 
organization 
which was ordered disbanded last 
spring after a state legislative com­ 
mittee investigated communism at 
the university. 


Acting Chief Is 
Held To Blame In 
Fatal Accident

STEUBENVILLE, O., August 27.— 
Coroner Charles Wells today w*as 
investigating statem ents of several 
witnesses who alleged James Law­ 
son, 31, florist, killed when an auto 
driven by Robert Doyle, 30, acting 
chief of police, crashed into an­ 
other car and a gas pump here, died 
as a result of a “prank.” 
Doyle, who was in bed with three 
cracked ribs, told officials he crash­ 
ed while chasing a reckless driver. 
The driver, Ralph S. Covert, 33, 
Wheeling, W. Va„ testified at the 
inquest with his wife and two other 
witnesses, however, th at the acting 
chief was “being playful”, and fin­ 
ally lost conrtol of his car at a gas 
station where the two cars crashed 
killing Lawson. 
Officials attem pted to verify Co­ 
vert’s statem ent th a t after the crash, 
he and his wife were taken by police 
to the home of an attorney where 
they were asked to forget about 
everything. Wells continued the in ­ 
quest until today.

The strikers voted not to return 
to work until the company agrees 
to distribute evenly its orders so 
th at mines in this section will have 
as much work as others owned by 
the company in other sections of 
the hard coal region. 
M artin Brennan, president of Dis­ 
trict Nine of 
the 
United 
Mine 
Workers of America, to which all 10 
locals involved belong, said the par­ 
ent union would not recognize the 
strike because contracts with oper­ 
ators do not call for equalization 
of work.

President Judge William M. Har- 
gest of the Dauphin county common 
pleas court, who wrote the opinion 
in which Judge Frank B. Wicker- 
sham concurred, ruled: 
“The primary election is necessar­ 
ily involved in the choosing of can­ 
didates for the office of justice of 
the supreme court. 
T hat being so 
it follows that under this provision 
of the constitution (the section per­ 
mitting voters to vote for only one 
candidate when two Justices are to 
be elected) an elector should not 
vote for more candidates at the 
primary than he could vote for at 
the general election. 
“It would be an anomalous propo­ 
sition to permit the same voter to 
help nominate two candidates when 
at the general election he could only 
vote for one of these two.*’ 
M usraanno’s Contention 
Musmanno contended at the hear­ 
ing on his mandamus petition that 
the purpose of primaries is to have 
more candidates nominated than 
there are offices to be filled so that 
voters have a choice at the general 
election. 
The court’s ruling, unless carried 
to the state supreme court and re­ 
versed there, virtually assures elec­ 
tion of a Republican and a Demo­ 
crat to the supreme court in No­ 
vember. 
Musmanno is seeking both major 
party nominations. 
He is opposed 
by Justice H. Edgar Barnes, the 
Democratic organization candidate, 
in th at party’s primary, and by six 
other Republicans in the G. O. P. 
primary. 
The dispute over whether one or , 
two candidates should be nominated j 
and elected this year developed as i 
a result of the death of Justice 
Alexander Simpson, Jr., last month 
The term of Chief Justice Robert S. 
Frazer expires and Margiotti ruled 
th at both vacancies should be filled 
at the November election. 
Barnes, who resigned as secretary 
of revenue to accept the appoint­ 
ment, was named by Gov. George 
H. Earle to fill the Simpson vacancy 
on the high bench until next Ja n ­ 
uary when two justices elected by 
the people will take office.

by President Roosevelt’s September 
12 and December 15 deadlines, 
it 
was stated by Secretary of Interior 
Ickes today. 
Im portant projects in Missouri, 
Texas, and South Carolina may be 
scrapped entirely due to the impos­ 
sibility of organizing them before 
the September 12 deadline on works 
applications and the December 15 
deadline on contracts announced by 
President Roosevelt recently in an 
executive order. 
This order was necessitated in the 
president’s opinion, by the desire to 
get 3,500,000 unemployed at work by 
November 1. The effect of the or­ 
der, it was evident at the PWA, has 
been to hurry Secretary of Interior 
Ickes too fast for the usual processes 
established by his organization for 
the orderly working out of the pro­ 
gram. 
“It Is going to be very difficult 
to get construction projects going 
under the new setup,” Ickes com­ 
mented. 
“Under the plan applica­ 
tions must be in by September 12, 
and contracts awarded by December 
15.”

Unofficial Word Puts Dead­ 
line On

Three Weeks Away 


JONES DENIES 
GETTING ORDERS

HARRISBURG, Aug. 27—Penn­ 
sylvania stands to lose a good share 
of its portion of WPA funds unless 
applications for projects under the 
Works 
Progress 
Administration 
speed up tremendously under the 
new orders rpvealed from W ashing­ 
ton today. 
This danger to Pennsylvania was 
adm itted 
only 
unofficially 
from 
WPA headquarters where Adminis­ 
trator Edward N. Jones said he had 
heard nothing of the new’ “speed 
up” orders which set September 12 
as the deadline for filing applica­ 
tions for money from the $4 000,- 
000,000 fund. 
News To Jones. 
“T hat’s news to me.” Jones told 
International News Service \4ien 
advised of the new orders. “I have­ 
n ’t received word 
of 
the action. 
Pending receipt of the new orders 
I don’t want to comment on their 
effect on Pennsylvania.” 
Although Jones declined to com­ 
m ent further, 
the 
new 
“absolute 
deadline” just three 
weeks 
away 
appeared to mean that the state 
must find more than two-thirds of 
Its projects within the next fort­ 
night or lose some of its previously 
estimated $350,000.000 share in the 
federal fund. 
Figures released by the adm inis­ 


trator last week, the latest avail­ 
able, showed th at 2.659 projects pro­ 
viding 80,674 m an-years of work 
had been received by the state WPA 
offices by August 21 toward the goal 
of providing 325,000 jobs under the 
| setup for one year. 
This is less 
than one-third the total. 
C aught Up With Work. 
These projects. Jones explained, 
would provide immediate employ­ 
ment of several m onths’ duration of 
! 242.000 persons. 
They represent a 
j tot al expenditure of $70.129,028, of 
which roughly, $10.000.000 Is con­ 
tributors’ contributions. 
Of the 2.659 projects submitted 
here, 2.194 of them have been sub­ 
mitted to W ashington for approval. 
The comparison indicates that the 
state offices have virtually ‘caught 
up” with the flow of applications 
from municipalities.

The projects submitted to W ash­ 
ington, Jones added, would put 197.- 
487 persons to work at once and 
would provide 65,829 m an-years of 
wrork.

Mines In State 


COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 27—An a t­ 
tem pt to secure $400,000 in WPA 
funds 
to seal 
abandoned 
mines 
throughout the state is being made 
by the state health department. 
At the same time, Dr. W alter Har- 
tung, state health director, reveal­ 
ed his departm ent will seek legisla­ 
tion to compel owners to seal mines 
following their abandonment. 
The departm ent’s efforts to se­ 
cure the funds w’ere spurred by a 
pica of the Crooksville-Rosevill Fish 
and game Association which pointed 
out streams in southeastern Ohio 
were badly polluted and provided an 
undesirab’e habitat for fish. 
Hartung assured the association 
th at work will 
start 
on 
sealing 
mines if the necessary money can 
be obtained for the projects. 
It was estim ated th at approxi­ 
mately 25,000 mine openings for wa­ 
ter existed in Ohio. In recent years, 
the departm ent has succeeded in 
sealing but 5,000 
lack 
of 
funds 
hampering work. 
“Fishing stream s in southern Ohio 
are in a deplorable condition be­ 
cause of pollution by 
w’ater 
in 
mines” H artung said. 
“We hope to obtain enough funds 
to prevent air from entering into 
abandoned mines and turning the 
acidity of the waters stored there 
into an alkaline condition. 
Originally the departm ent appeal­ 
ed to WPA authorities in W ashing­ 
ton for $200,000 to carry out the 
work. However, a survey of aban­ 
doned mines in Ohio caused H art­ 
ung to ask for an additional sum.
